NEW WITNESS APPEARS. 


West Hardin, a Tenantof C. V. Witch­ 
er, Who Say s He Saw the 
Fatal Blow Struck.

The James H . M cM anig al trial 
for the murder of C apt. T. C 
Young , of Lex ing ton, was resumed 
before Judg e Long an and a jury in 
the criminal court at lo :4o o’clock 
this forenoon. 


The court room was more than 
one-half 
filled 
with 
spectators, 
am ong whom were the widow anc 
« on of C apt. Young , and the wife, 
tw o children and mother-in-law of 
the defendant. 


The state sprung a new witness 
t 
in the person of W est Hardin, who 
say s he g ot into the case wholly 
ag ainst his will. 


Last Saturday , after court had 
adjourned, H ardin asked County 
A ttorney Steele if the state had 
concluded its evidence, to which 
he replied in the affirmative. 
H ardin then remarked that a 
man sometimes kept out of trouble 
by keeping his mouth shut. 
He 
remarked further that he had w it­ 
nessed the fatal stabbing of Y oung 
by McManig al, but he had kept 
the matter q uiet because he did not 
wish to testify in the case. 
M r. Steele heard H ardin’s story , 
with the result tiiat he was at once 
subpoenaed 
as a 
witness, 
and 
when court opened today he was 
the first person to be placed upon 
the stand. 
There was some delay in open­ 
ing court, owing to the fact iha 
Juror R . H . Pay ne, of H eath ’s 
Creek township No. 2, had been 
seized with a bilious attack. 
A few minutes later Juror H. C. 
Satterw hite, of Sedalia, was also 
taken ill, in conseq uence of which 
court took a recess until i .‘30, and 
in the m eintim e Dr. W . H . Evans 
was called to attend the sick men.

W itness H ardin testified that he 
resided on

farm, seven miles northw^est of Se­ 
dalia. 
He has a family , and was 
in Sedalia on the nig ht that Capt. 
♦Young was stabbed. 
He entered 
the Tivoli saloon for the purpose 
of g etting a^g lassof beer, but when 
he saw there was trouble he passed 
out without drinking . 
H e had seen McManig al before 
and knew that he worked for E. 
G. Cassidy . 
The man with whom 
McManig al 
was 
q uarreling had 
only one arm, and witness thoug ht 
he was leaning ag ainst the bar. 
Just as witness walked into the 
saloon M cM anig al said something 
about “ w hat were y ou doing with 
my woman, or that w om an?” and 
struck his antag onist a blow on the 
breast. 
Hardin said he did not 


Afternoon Session. 
W hen court reconvened, it was 
learned that all of the jurors were 
more or less indisposed last even­ 
ing , and Deputy Sheriff Dillard 
was so ill that he fell from his chair 
in the jury room, skinning his face. 
Just what caused the illness is not 
tnowQ. 
Before the jury was broug ht in, 
Air. Steele appealed to the court to 
3ermit witness Hardin to ex plain 
low he came to be subpoenaed^ in 
order that it mig ht be shown to the 
ury that he was not a voluntary 
witness, but, instead, was one of 
the most unwilling witnesses that 
had ever entered a court room. To 
refuse the req uest was, Mr. Steele 
aid, doing violence to justice. 
Mr. Lamm vig orously objected 
to the admission of the ex plana­ 
tion that Hardin desired to make, 
but the court ruled that he would 
be permitted to ex plain that he 
thoug ht the state’s case was closed, 
or otherwise he would not have di­ 
vulg ed to the county attorney what 
he did. 
It was 2 o’clock when the jury 
filed into the court 
room 
and 
Lawy er Lamm resumed the cross- 
ex amination of W est Hardin. 
The witness reiterated that Mr. 
Steele was the first person that he 
had ever told that he was present 
when the trouble occurred. 
He 
had read of the trouble in both the 
D e m o cr at 
and Capital, but he 
did not 
think 
that 
the 
blow 
he 
had 
witnessed 
had 
caused 
Capt. Y oung ’s death. 
He did not 
know when he read the accounts 
in the newspapers that McManig a 
was the man who dealt the blow. 
H e learned a short time afterwarc 
that McManig al 
was the man. 
Witness said McManig al was the 
man who struck the blow, bj t he 
did not think it was a fatal blow, 
nor was he so convinced at this 
time that the blow dealt caused the 
death of Capt. Young . 
The witness ex plained that he 
entered the Tivoli saloon from the 
rear. 
He had not been attending 
the trial, but he knew what case 
was being tried. He did not know 
that Friday was the first day that 
evidence was introduced. He went 
to the court bouse to meet Mr. 
Collins, the livery man, on Friday . 
Witness 
was here on Saturday 
also, but not to attend the trial-

One Ver dict Was Rever sed— The Case 
Has Been In the Cour ts for 
T w en ty Y ear s. 


The sixth tr ial of the Hillmon 
tr ial ended at Leavenwor th, Kas., 
Satur day night at lo :4o o ’clock, 
when the jur y, after having been 
out for near ly eleven hour s, br ought 
in a ver dict for Mr s. Sallie Smith, 
the w idow of Hillmon, the plain­ 
tiff. 
The 
amount 
of 
insur ance 
which 
the 
ver dict 
gives 
Mr s. 
Smith is $33,i02„ 
This includes 
the inter est on two policies, one in 
the Mutual Insur ance company, of 
N e w Y o r k , and the other in the 
Connecticut Mutual for 
$10,000 
and $5,000, r espectively, with in­ 
ter est at 6 per cent for twenty 
year s. 
The case was bitter ly con­ 
tested and will be car r ied to the 
supr eme cour t by 
the insur ance 
companies. 
A t 10 o’clock Judge Hook was 
about to excuse the jur y until Mon­ 
day, when For eman J. W . Skin­ 
ner said he 
thought the ver dict 
would be r eached in a shor t time. 
They wer e then sent back to the 
jur y r oom. 
About twelve ballots 
wer e 
taken. 
A fter 
hear ing 
the 
ver dict, Judge Hook thanked the 
jur y for its unusual car e anH atten­ 
tion. 
Attor ney 
Bar ker , for 
the 
companies, had the jur y polled and 
exceptions 
noted to the ver dict. 
He says the matter is not half over , 
even after being m the cour ts since 
1879. 
The Hillmon case is one of the 
most famous in the United States 
and has attr acted the attention of 
insur ance men all over the wor ld. 
In the latter par t of 1878, John W . 
Hillmon, a plains r oustabout, who 
had just been mar r ied, had his life 
insur ed at 
Lawr ence, 
Kas., 
for 
$25,OCX). 
O f this amount $io,ocx) 
Was in the N ew Y o r k Life Insur ­ 
ance company, $io,ocx) in the M u ­ 
tual Life of N e w Y o r k , and $5,000 
in the Connecticut Mutual. 
H ill­ 
mon was so poor that he had to 
bor r ow the money fr om his br other - 
in-law to pay the fir st and only 
pr emium. 
Soon after taking out the insur ­ 
ance' Hillmon went out to W ic h ­ 
ita, Kas., in a wagon, with one 
John W . Br own. 
Later the two 
wer e tr aced to near Medicine Lodge, 
wher e, it is alleged, they wer e seen 
in company with a young man who 
is supposed by the insur ance com­ 
panies to have been Adolph W a l­ 
ter s, a cigar maker , of For t M adi­ 
son, la. 
Not far fr om Medicine 
Lodge one of the men was shot. 
B r ow n ’s stor y was that Hillmon 
shot himself accidentally. 
A body 
was 
br ought back to 
Lawr ence 
which was said to be that of H ill­ 
mon by his wife and r elatives. The 
body was so badly decomposed that 
per fect identification was impossi­ 
ble. 
Opinion was divided among 
those who had known him at L a w ­ 
r ence, although many of his old 
fr iends and neighbor s stated posi­ 
tively that the body was not that 
of Hillmon. 
Walter s was never found, and 
the insur ance companies allege that 
he was lur ed by Hillmon to an out- 
of-the w ay place and mur der ed for 
the pur pbse of car r ying out a well 
or ganized conspir acy to defr aud the 
insur ance companies by palming off 
the body as 
Hillmon. 
The fir st 
suit for the r ecover y of the insur ­ 
ance money was in 1880, and five 
suits followed. 
In all of them a 
major ity of the jur or s wer e favor ­ 
able to Mr s. Hillmon, although she 
secur ed but one ver dict. 
That was 
r ever sed in the United States su­ 
pr eme cour t on a wr it of er r or . A t
